Judge Says 
?/> // Bremer Can 
Sell Diary 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 19 (AP) 
— A federal judge has i 
granted permission to the at- 
torney for Arthur H; Bremer, 
convicted assailant of Gov. 
George C. Wallace, to negoti- 
ate for publication of Bremer's i 
diary. 

The 114-page diary, which 
was put in evidence in Bre- 
mer’s state trial last month, is 
a rambling account by the Mil- 
waukee man of stalking Presi- 
dent Nixon and later, Wallace. 

Bremer was convicted Aug. 

4 on state charges of shootng 
Wallace and three other per- 
sons at a May 15 ^campaign 
rally in Laurel, Md., and sent- 
enced to a 63-year prison term. 

The former busboy and 
school janitor also faces fed- 
eral charges in connection 
with the shooting of Wallace 
and a Secret Service agent 
George Beall, U.S. attorney for 
Maryland, said Tuesday a deci- 
sion still has not been reached 
dn a trial date on those 
charges. 

U.S. District Judge Edward 
Northrop had issued a protec- 
tive order in July forbidding 
participants in, the, federal 
case from disclosing contents 
of the diary. However, he per- 
mitted Benjamin Lipsitz, Bre- 
mer’s attorney, to use the 
diary as evidence in the state 
trial. He removed the order 
last week. 

:j In asking Northrop to lift 
the protective order, Lipsitz 
said the contents became pub- 
lic during the trial so the pro- 
tection is of no value and said 
Bremer may need help in pay- 
ing for an appeal of the state 
conviction. v 

Lipsitz said he has “engaged 
in negotiations with interested 
publishers
